nonregistered campers 11 p.m. to 6 a.m.

¢ Pets must be on a leash at all times
and not left unattended.

¢ Noise may not interfere with the
enjoyment of the forest by others.

¢ Generators may be used from 10 a.m.
to5p.m.

e Camping Party: A “non-family group”
may not exceed six persons. A “family”
is limited to parents with their
dependent children and not more
than two guests.

¢ A State Parks and Forest Admission
Sticker is required for camping.
